additional rise of 2 feet would flood the 
lowlands along the river bank and 
cause great loss of property. The rise 
in the Missouri has backed up the wa­ 
ters of the Kaw until they stand within 
2 feet of flood tide. 
S t. J o s e p h , Mo., June 23.—The Mis­ 
souri river is higher than for several 
years and is still rising. 
All govern­ 
ment work on the Kansas shore has 
been abandoned and the government 
fleet moored in a place of safety. The 
rapidity with which the surging waters 
are cutting away the Kansas bank can 
best be imagined when it is said that 
half-acre lots of earth have been tum­ 
bling into the river ever since Sunday 
morning. 
A workman who came in

S HALL THIS R E A NATION OF FARMS': 
It is slowly becom ing understood 
th a t protection for our m anufactured 
articles m eans not only protection for 
th e ow ner of th e factory and the peo­ 
ple w ho labor in the factory. It m eans 
th a t, b u t it also m eans protection for 
th e farm er whose labor produces w hat 
th e w ell paid operators in these fac­ 
tories eat. 
Nor is th is all. 
Protection for the men who dig coal 
and lim estone, and iron ore from the 
ground, and who com bining these m a­ 
terials, m ake them in t > pig iron and 
steel, m eans also protection for the 
m en and women who spin and weave 
th e cotton w hich m akes th eir shirts, 
th e woolens w hich m akes th eir coats 
and pants, th e thread w ith which th eir 
garm ents are made, as w ell as for the 
producers of the food w hich they eat. 
It is upon th is idea th a t the cam 
paign of 1892 w ill be fought, and th a t 
cam paign was begun w hen M cKinley, 
one of the forem ost exponents of this 
idea was nom inated as the republican 
candidate for governor of Ohio. 
The dem ocrats talk about a cam 
paign of education. 
T his is w hat the 
republicans w ant. 
T here is no sense 
in denying the fact th a t there is grave 
dissatisfaction am ongst th e farm ers of 
the country w ith th e republican party 
They m ust be show n th a t this dissat 
isfaction conies from th eir not under 
standing the question at issue. 
“ Now, w hat is th a t question? ” 
It is simply this: 
“ Shall we be ; 
nation of agriculturists, every one en 
gaged in tillin g the soil, or shall we

Carolina, 
w here 
78 per cent of the w orking population 
is engaged in agriculture and only 7 
per cent in m anufacturing; farm lands 
are valued a t $20.90 per acre and the 
value of the product per acre is $7.95. 
T he clim ate and soil of N orth Carolina 
are both superior to th a t of M assachu­ 
setts, b u t N orth Carolina has no home 
m arket for its products as M assachu­ 
setts has. 
These states live under th e same 
form of governm ent; are inhabited 
by the same class of people, but in 
one w here the m anuf icturing in te r­ 
n s 
predom inate, 
the 
farm er who 
ow ns a hundred acres of land is w orth 
$6,870, and his increase from it is 
$1150 per year. 
In the state w here 
agriculture is alm ost the only industry 
tho farm er who ow ns a hundred acres 
of land is w orth $2090 and his income 
from it is $795.00.

Great Men versus Change of Name. 
I notice the revival of the old story of the 
change young John Rowland made in his 
name and fortune when he substituted his 
Rowland with Stanley, and dropped John 
for Henry M.f being now known to the 
world as the great African explorer. This 
reminds me that several of the great men 
known to science, literature, war and art 
were originally known by names almost 
wholly unknown to the world at large. 
Henry Wilson, vice 
president under

and vvsts known by that name until after 
the end of his nineteenth year. 
By a curious coincidence U. S. Grant, 
who was president ut the time Wilson was 
vice, as above mentioned, was also a hero 
with a changed name. 
Prior to young 
Grant’s eighteenth birthday “U. S. Grant” 
was a term unknown even in the embryo 
general’s family. “H. U. Grant” would 
souud odd if written on the pages of his 
tory, but, in fact, would be perfectly 
proper. The great general was christened 
Hiram Ulysses Grant, and by the name r f 
Hiram or “Hi” was known to all his school 
fellows. 
Hon. T. L. Harmer, an ex-member of 
congress, is responsible for “ U. S.” Grant 
being thrust upon the world. It came 
about in this way: When the name of the 
aspiring young fnan was sent in ak1 candi­ 
date to West Point, by some oversight on 
the part of Mr. Harmer it was sent as “U. 
' in place of “H. U.” Grant. “U. S.” 
Grant was appointer!. When he graduated 
in 1848 his commission and diploma were 
both made out to “U. S.” Grant, therefore 
he was forced to accept the inevitable. 
Jules Grevv, so well known as the late 
president of the French republic, is neither 
“Jules” nor “Grevy,” but Judith Fancoir 
Paul Greviot. 
Frank Leslie was plain Henry Carter 
until after he was twenty-seven years old, 
adopting the new name on his arrival in 
America.—St. Louis Republic.

The 
maneuvers of the battlefield must depend 
upon the weapons of the enemy, upon the 
danger zones of his fire. From close we 
have gone to open order, only to find that 
scattered groups are apt to weaken dis­ 
cipline; and today more than ever before 
we need morale and cohesiveness on the 
battlefield. 
That commander who, despite the fear­ 
ful decimation of modern artillery and 
small arms, can keep his battalions the 
longest iu heart, will win the day. Many 
intelligent essays are published to prove 
this or the other system to tie the one to 
govern the maneuvers of the coming bat­ 
tlefield, but in truth no one knows or can 
argue out what is to be. A theory sound 
today is discai tied tomorrow. But a few 
facts are patent. Reliance eau be placed 
only on a strictly national army. 
That nation the breasts of whose citizens 
are bared for her defense with honest pa­ 
triotism, aud which has leaders who leave 
no stone unturned to keep abreast of war, 
will remain the strongest. No nation, in 
the present condition of armed expectancy 
which pervades all Europe, will, by better 
arms or more recent inventions, be able to 
dispense with this foundation. The rule 
held good in the days of the burgess soldier 
of Rome. It holds good now.—Colonel T.
